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SUMMARY. 

We find occasion to refer to the 
higher price of ornde Petrolenm and 
arrive at the couclusion that although 
present prices are justified by the 
statistioal position, the trade cannot 
look for much higher prices owing to 
the menace it would have to the foreign 
outlet. Ceylon Cocoa-nut Oilis in a 
good position statistically in this mar- 
ket, and present prices have a good 
show of being maintained, if not ad- 
vanoed. Graphite asa lubricant has 
declined in popularity and given place 
to mineral oils, which are also pushing 
many other lubrioants to the wall 
The Chemical trade is experiencing a 
good run of business, an increase over 
past seasons being reported ; the re- 
view published in our editorial columns 
will be found interesting. Salt manu- 
facturers are discussing the best means 
of enlarging their present small margin 
of profit, and the idea of a pool seems 
to strike them favorably, but some op- 
position has to be overcome before a 
combination can be formed. The 
limited production of domestic Fish 
Sorap has caused other materials to be 
used instead of fertilizers, and Fish 
Scrap has been imported for the first 
time in the history of the trade; the 
fertilizer trade of the Northern States 
is also favorably inclined towards cot- 
tonseed meal, which isin greater de- 
mand now than ever before. The drug 
trade was taken by surprise last week 
ty the annout cement that Coriander 
Seed was subject toa duty of twenty 
per cent.; the importers characterize 
itas an “outrage” and claim that it 
should not pay duty any more than 
@uraway or any other seed now on the 
free list. Linseed Oil manufacturers 
have been etriving during the past 
week to put their business on a better 
basis, aod how far they have succeeded 
is related in another column. 

The Li.wa oil field by no means pre- 
sents a bullish aspect; new territory is 
being daily added and the drill has 
failed tc find its limits. An article on 
the chemical composition of petro- 
leum is written by Mr. Allen, the well- 
known English chemist, who has fa- 
vored the REPORTER with three dis- 
tinct subjects this week. Rosinoil isa 
subject also treated by him and he ad- 
vances some fresh informaticn about 
this neglected article of commerce. Gas 
leasea furnish employment tocourtsand 
lawyers as well as oil leases, and one in 
particular is now engaging the atten- 
tion of counsel in Pennsylvania. Mr. 
Charles Marviu, the investigator of 
Russian petroleum resources, has 
something to say on the prodigious 
production in that eountry. Sperm 
oil Government contracts as awarded 
recently were written up in a daily 
paper last week asa politicel ‘‘expos- 
ure,” but a letter which was subse- 
quently published made the discussion 
fall flat. 

Several additional letters from cot- 
tonseed crushers in Texas aad Ala- 
bama appear in this issue, and contain 
information of interest to the trade. A 
l,ondon trade paper answers the RE- 
PORTER'S queries about the suppres- 
sion of news in regard to opium aud

and we find it necessary to ask for a 
further explanation, Cinchona bark 
cultivation in South America is re- 
viewed by David Howard of London, 
who endeavors to revive interest in a 
lagging industry of that country.

THE HIGHER PRICE OF CRUDE 

Some of our oil region exchan,es are 
elated over the higlier price of crude 
in the speculative markets, and ase ap- 
Parently convinced that : he improve- 
ment will prove a permanent one and 
that it is probably but the beginning 
of a more decided advance which they 
look for during the present or succeed- 
ing month, The arguments adduced 
are, of course, the statistical situation 
and the decline of producticn in the 
Washington field. That the advance 
ie justifiable, when regarded as a con- 
sequences of these bullish factors, there 
can be no reasonable dout:t, but, un- 
fortunately for the producer, these are 
not the oniy factors which tend to 
coutrol the market vaiue of certificates 
on the tpeculative markets. That the 
present price is too low—from the pro- 
ducer's standpoint—may be readily ad- 
mitted, but this of itself does not war- 
rant the conclusion thata higher price 
will vecessarily follow. It isa note 
worthy fact that since the reo nt ad- 
vance to the middle sixties refined oil 
hes been quoted and sold at one- 
eighth cent per gallon below the prices 
ruling when the speculative price of 
certificates ranged between sixty and 
sixty-three cents. The London, Aut- 
werp and Bremen markets for refined 
have also ruled correspondingly lower. 
It must therefore be patent to those 
who do not allow their judgmert to 
be warped by their prejudices or inter- 
este, that noimportant and permanent 
advance can be gained so long as the 
movement to that end does not receive 
the support or co-operation of the re- 
finers and exporters. It has been said 
that the refiners will purchase the oil 
whether it is sold at sixty cents or 
ninety, and that if they are compelled 
to pay a higher price for crude they 
can advance the price of refined to cor- 
respond. This was true while we en- 
joyed a cowplete monopo'y of the En- 
rcpean warkets, but now we have an 
active competitor in the Russian re- 
finer who is vigorously pushing his 
product forward and disputing our 
supremacy. He is securing a footholi 
in the markets of the old world, not- 
withstanding the fact that by virtue 
of long established and perfectly or- 
ganized connections we enjoy advant- 
ages over our competitor. To these 
advautages we are indebted to the 
present healthy condition of our for- 
<ign trade, Bat should the price of 
refined be advanced, say to eight cents 
per gallep, this would give the Russian 
refiner the opportunity hr is anxiously 
waiting for to displace American oilin 
most of the markets of Europe. Raus- 
sian r2fined is offered at a price materi- 
ally below that at which American is 
so'd and but for the advantages al- 
ready mentioved our exports would 
show an alarming decline. Our only 
hope of retaining our trans-Atlantic 
trade isin keeping the price near its 
present level, otherwise the Russian 
would get the preference on the score 
of cheapness. 

It may be said that a higher price 
for crude would benefit the trade in 
general as we:lasthe producer. But 
what would be the result of the loss of 
our foreign outlet for refined? The 
reaction would come all too soon, and 
then we would not be able to regain 
our foreign trade. Theapparent ben- 
efit would be short lived and the sub- 
sequent reaction would prove a per- 
manent loss, while with the decreased 
outlet would come increased supplies 
and a generally demoralized condition 
of affairs. The present price is cer- 
tainly lower than it should be to make 
the business of opening new wells pro- 
fitable, especially in view of the smaller 
production of the late developments 
and the high prices paid for lee ses, 


but this does not alter the fact that 
higher prices could not be maintained 
for any length of time wi hvut serious- 
ly affecting our export trade, and such 
a danger veither the re or pro- 
duce; oan afford to court,

THE LINSEED OIL QUESTION. 

For the first time in many years the 
lingeed oil ci ushers of the East and West 
met together last week for the purpose 
of arranging some plan that would place 
the business on a more profitable basis. 
The Western Consolidated Company, 
a.ter an existence of several months, 
has proved much more successful than 
was expected in regulating prices in its 
own territory, but outside of it there 
been much cutting of prices, and de- 
spite the reduced cost of seed there 
has been no money in the business. 
The Eastern crushers while opposed to 
any form of oiganization that did not 
leave them free to act,as circumstances 
directed, in their own territory have 
expressed their willingness to co-oper- 
ate with the West in maintaining a 
uniform price at competing points, 
but such propositions as they have 
made heretofore have not been ac- 
ceptable to the West. Last Wednes- 
day, two of the local crushers repre- 
senting by proxy, it is un‘lerstood, all 
of the seaboard manufacturers of lin- 
seed oil, met the Western men in 
Chicago, but so far as we can ascertain 
no definite results were reached. 
It is understood that among 
the propositions offered by the 
East was one dividing the terri- 
tory so that the excessive competition 
in this section would be stopped, and 
another to fix a uniform standard of 
prices. It is also intima‘ed that a 
proposition to reduce the production 
was presente]. Whether any ac- 
tion will be taken by the West on these 
or other suggestions which might have 
been cffered by the Eastern men we 
have no means of knowing at the pres- 
ent time, as the gentlemen who repre- 
sented the East at the conference re- 
turned with the evident intention of 
saying nothing. In the trade gener- 
ally the impression prevails that noth- 
ing has been or will be done on the 
lines proposed, but it is hoped and be- 
lieved that an ultimate understanding 
will be reached which will place the 
affairs of the trade in a much better 
condition than that now prevailing.

COCOANUT OIL, 


The market for Ceylon cocoanut oil 
has no doubt permanently recovered 
from its prolonged season of low prices, 
and holders who had faith in better 
prices in the future are now commenc- 
ing to realize on their goods which 
were stored until the reaction would 
come. An improvement in the market 
was noted two weeks ago or more in 
these columns,and the feeling not only 
has continued to strengthen, but the’ 
business has rap‘dly increased. Con- 
suwmers as a general rule buy very little 
stock on a declining market, but at 
the first indications of an advance they 
rush to cover future wants, and the 
stimulus thus given to the market 
causes holders to mark up prices. This 
constituted the recent history of Cey- 
lon coeoanut oil. The apparent staz- 
nation in trade was not owing to a de- 
creased consumption of the artic!e, but 
to the fact that unusually large sup- 
plies had depressed values and buyers 
limited their purchases to immediate 
wants, thereby keeping the movement 
in a jobbing way. Considerable stock 
went into consumers’ hands during 
October and the iifting of the dead 
weigat from the market has given 
ita buoyant feeling. Values at the 
source of supply are higher and it 
would look as if the elevated range of 
prices would prevail. This time last 
year the market for spot goods was 
quoted at six cents, the year previous 
at seven and a quarter cents, while in 
1883 eight cents was realized. At 
present writing goods are released 
» from dock at six and one-eighth cents, 
and the store price is six and a quarter 
_ cents. The overdue vessel Anahuac 

has been spoken, and it will place five 
- hundred and thirty-five tons on the 
market, most of which has been sold 





























































for consumption.

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THE SCARCITY OF FISH SCRAP. 
Fertilizer manufacturers have found 








it necessary to look around for other 


materials to take the place of fish 


scrap, on account of the small crop of 


the latter, which is estimated at 30,000 
to 35,000 tons, against the short pro- 
duction of 45,000 tons last season. 
Prices are also higher, hating been 
advanced one dollar and a half within 
a month and now quoted at $28 00@ 
29 00 per ton for crude, against $2460 
this time last year. Nearly all the 
stock in different hands is said to be 
sold, having realized $27 50 per ton. 
The shortage last season and the con- 
tinued dissatisfaction among the own- 
ers of menhaden fish factories, caused 
fertilizer manufacturers to expect the 
present state of affairs and to discount 
the present small crop by making 
preparation to receive substitutes, 
Fish scrap from Norway has been im- 
ported into Philadelphia to meet press- 
ing wants and sold at $28 00@30 00 per 
ton for ground and dried. This is the 
first lot of foreign scrap, we believe, 
that has ever been brought to this 
country and while interested parties 
expect other invoices to arrive, the 
importers claim that the market has 
advanced on the other side which 
prevents further business. Dried 
blood from South America has also 
come to this market instead of going 
to England as formerly, and about 
8,000 tons of English gas-house refuse 
have been imported within a year. 
Castor pumice, dried blood and 
tankage from domestic sources 
have likewise been substituted for fish 
scrap. This fact furnishes an idea as 
to the large field formerly occupied by 
scrap and the amount of money lost to 
menhaden fishermen by the shortage. 
The necessity which compels the use 
of other materials at this time may not 
have a very encouraging effect 
upon the future trade in scrap. It is 
feared that the substitutes may change 
public opinion against scrap in a 
measure, and that in case of a large 
crop next season, difficulty will be 
experienced in working it off but 
such an opinion would not be well 
founded.

GRAPHITE FOR LUBKICATING.' 
A correspondent desires to know if 

the graphite industry is growing, and 
if it is to be the solid anti-friction 
agent of the future. If these ques- 
tions refer to graphite as a lubricant, 
the negative answer is the only one 
that can be given. In years gone by 
no lubricant or axle grease was con- 
sidered worthy of acceptance unless 
containing graphite; it was then a 
staple article of commerce so far as 
lubrication was concerned, but the 
rapid march of mineral oils has left 
graphite in the back-ground. Ameri- 
cans are not accustomed to cling to an- 
cient practices and opinions of their 
forefathers like people of the old 
world, because they are time-worn, 
and therefore must be good; they are 
more progressive and always ready to 
be convinced. Consumers of lubri- 
cants who were dissatisfied with graph- 
ite principally on account of its hard- 
ening principles or tendency to cake 
on bearings, when a chisel was neces- 
sary to clean the machinery, gladly 
welcomed the introduction of mineral 
oils. The consumption of the latter 
was slow at first, but as the manufac- 
ture of lubricants from this source was 
improved by better processes, graphite 
gradually lost ground, and is now sel- 
dom mentioned in oil circles, except 





among some jobbers who may still use 
it in compoundipg. Even in azle | vance in values except those of bleach- 





grease it is found necessary by several 
manufacturers who formerly deponded 
upon graphite as the principal com- 
ponent part, tosubstitute other mater- 
ials. A maker cf axle grease informed 


.| the REPORTER Jast week that he had 


to drop graphite, as his customers pre- 
fer the grease without it. 

Mineral lubricating oils have made a 
remarkable advance within the past 
few years. Manufacturers have aided 
consumers by making practical tests 
for their benefit and bringing the 
goods up toa high standard where they 
could be relied upon and give satisfac- 
tion. There is every reason for be- 
lieving that as straight mineral lubri- 
cants become still better eppreciated, 
the present production will not meet 
the demands.

IS CORIANDER SEED DUTIABLE AT 
TWENTY PER CENT? 

No little surprise and a great deal of 
indignation was caused in the drug 
trade last’ Tuesday by the receipt cf 
the text of a decision of the Treasury 
Department which places coriander 
seed on the list of unenumerated arti- 
cles dutiable at twenty per cent. 
Heretofore coriander seed had been 
imported free of duty under the clause 
of the tariff .f 1883 providing for the 
free entry of drugs, etc, including 
aromatic non-edible seeds, but us far 
back as January, 1884, the questiou 
was raised as to whether coriander 
seed properly belonged under this 
classificaticn. The occasion was the 
importation of a small quantity uf the 
seed at Detroit, when the collector at 
that port levied a twenty per cent. 
duty on it as an unenumerated aro 
mutic edible seed not provided for in 
the free list. The collector then wrote 
to Washington apprising the depart- 
ment of what he had done and recom- 
mending that coriander seed be so 
classified, but in the press of business 
and the confusion incident to a change 
of administration, the matter was 
overlooked and allowed to rest until 
the present time. Last week an in- 
voice of English coiiander seed, part 
of av order fro:u a local drug house, 
was entered at this port, and passed, 
as usual, as a free article. Later the 
balance of the. rder arrived, brt this 
was passed as dutiable at twenty per 
cent. under the new ruling, and the 
previous lot was recalled and also made 
to pay the duty. 

Naturally the trade is very much ex- 
ercised over this ruling, which is char- 
acterized as “an outrage,” as it will 
cause any amount of annoyauce to im- 
porters and much difficulty and loss of 
profits inthe filling of contracts. An 
ay peal from the decision has been or 
wlll at once be made, pending which 
ithe duty will be paid under protest. 
There is not much hope felt that the 
rulivg will be set aside, the general 
opinion being that the ground of the 
decision is well taken. But a new 
cause of trouble is anticipated in the 
levying of the twenty per cent. duty 
on other seeds. If coriander is thus 
dutiable, caraway, fennel and anise 
seed ara equally liable to the tax, as 
all are aromatic edible seeds used 
largely for favoring purposes. If the 
department takes this view of the case 
there will soon be numerous changes 
made in the free list.

THE HEAVY CHEMICALS, 

There has been a gratifying increase 
in the trade in heavy chemicals this 
fall and the strong tone of foreign ad- 
vices gives the market a firmer appear- 
ance than it has borne in many past 





seasons, The improvement in the de- 


mand in conjunction with light re- 
ceipts of late, has afforded the import- 
ers an opportunity to work off such 
stocks as had accumulated during the 
previous dullness, and added impetus 
to the upward tendency cf prices, 
There has however been no marked ad- 





ing powdtr and sal soda, the 
demand for which has been very 
large absorbing al! the avail- 


able spot supplies and making heavy 
inroads in the stock arrivii.g. It seems 
new that the price of bleaching powder 
as we foreshadowed some weeks ago, 
will reach the two cent mark before 
many days, some sales having already 
been made at this figure. All advices 
from the other side tend to encourage 
the belief that bieaching powder is 
destined to sell at more profitable 
prices in the future, the reduced out- 
put ordered by the syndicate of manu- 
facturers and the enlarged demand for 
the article, making that result almost 
inevitable. 

In regard to the soda salts it may be 
said that the outlook is more envour- 
aging than it has been for many years. 
The scarcity of forty-eight per cent. 
carbonated soda ash has checked busi- 
ness but a good trade has been done 
up to the present time and a steady 
demand is looked for at the present 
range of values. Forty-eight per cent, 
caustic soda ash is in large demand, 
though the high test grade does not 
receive. much attention. The free ar- 
rivals of thirty-six per cent. alkali of 
late have increased the spot supply 
without affecting values. There are 
many consumers in the market with a 
view to placing contracts for fifty-eight 
per cent. alkali, for deliveries running 
over next year,and although their 
ideas are under those of the holders 
there is no doubt that they wili have 
to come up to the market figures if 
they want the goods, Recent advices 
from abroad regarding forty-eight per 
cent. Newcastle toda ash have been of 
such a character as to impart much 
firmness to the spot market here, which 
an increased inquiry fiom the glass 
makers has tended to confirm, al- 
though these buyers hold the opinion 
that they can obtain their supplies at 
less than the current market rates. A 
firm tone also characterizes the caustic 
soda market, the high test grade being 
very scarce on the spot. This has 
caused an increased inquiry for Octo- 
ber and November sailings and a con- 
siderable business has been in progress 
of late, Notwithstanding the prohibi- 
tive duty of one and a half cents per 
pound levied on bicarbonate of soda 
the arrivals continue large, the ship- 
ments to this country from Liverpool 
during the first nine months of 1886 
showing a considerable increase over 
those of the corresponding period last 
year. The consumption here is large 
and an active business has been re- 
cor.led in our market reports for some 
time past, The light stocks of sal soda 
of English make, have been caused by 
the withrawal from the field of one of 
the manufacturers. He had been a 
cheap séller and since he stoppec mak- 
ing the article the prices on the other 
side have materially advanced, and 
this has naturally been felt here with 
the result of much higher prices on 
the spot. 

From a circular recently issued by 
Messrs. Robert Crooks & Co. we obtain 
some very interesting statistics of the 
shipments of heavy chemicals from 
Liverpool and Newcastle for the first 
nine months of this year, with com- 
parisons with those of the correspond- 
ing period in 1885. The shipments 
from Liverpool show an increase on all 
of the articles enumerated with the 
exception of bleaching powder, as will 


be seen by the appended table:

AGITATING A SALT MANUFACTUR.- 
ERS’ POOL, 


The Western New York salt m»nu- 
facturers are discussing the advisabil- 
ity of concentrating their influence 
and combining to control prices which 
are remarkably low and leave manu- 
facturers hardiy a shadow of a profit. 
It is said that a meeting will soon be 
held in Rochester with this end in 
view. Opposition to a pool is mani- 
fested in some quarters, based upon 
the expectation that higher prices 
would encourage others to enter the 
industry and compete with the old 
firms. All combinations have this 
feature of trade to contend with, and 
if the successful pools of the past had 
never been started for the reason 
stated, many manufacturers of various 
goods could not uow look back on a 
prosperous career. The salt makers 
will have to take their chances of com- 
petitors entering their ranks, and 
when enterprises are started suitable 
action can then be taken to protect 
their interests. The question is not 
what may occur but what has occurred 
and is in daily practice. There is an 
ancient saying that “nothing ven- 
tured, nothing gaited;” if capitalists 
dealined to risk their property in busi - 
ness because some unforeseen circum- 
stance might wipe out their fortune, 
the commercial world would guffer. 
The prices of salt have decline be- 
cause no understanding existed among 
the manufacturers; they have under- 
sold each other at will, and while this 
state of affairs continue, no improve- 
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ment in values can he expected. Salt 
is astaple article witli rexular con- 
sumption, and devoid of all spasmodic 
or speculative spurts so frequent in 
other commodities, and for this reason 
prices can be better maintained. If a 
price was fixed for all manufacturers 
to observe, there would be no difficulty 
in keeping the market steady at a 
higher figure than now ruling, pro- 
vided the agreement had a forfeiture 
cluuse and was rigidly enforced. The 
most successful pools are those con- 
ducted on the forfeiture principle, 
when a Gelinquent or unfaithful wem- 
ber is compelled to pay for violating 
the rules.

Writing to Nature regarding various fats 
which are used to smooth and bind the surfaces 
of various kinds of apparatus, such as air- 
pumps, stop-cocks, etc. Mr. H, G. Madan says: 
“Melted india rubber answers fairly, but it has 
too little body and too much glutinosity; more- 
over, it does, undoubtedly, in course of time, 
harden into a brittle resinous substance. Vase- 
line is quite without action on brass, and 
never hardens, but it has not sufficient tenac‘ty 
and adhesivenese. A mixture of two parts by 
weight of vaseline (‘the common thick brown 
kinc) and one part of melted india rubber 
seems to combine the good qualities of both 
without the drawbacks of either. The india 
rubber should, of course, be pure (not vulcan- 
ized), and should be cut up into shred sand 
melted at the lowest possible temperature in 
an iron cup, being constantly preessd down 
against the hot surface and etirred until a uni- 
form glutinous mass is obtained. Thon the 
proper weight of vaseline should be added and 
the whole thoroughly stirred together. This 
may be left onan air-pump plate for, at any 
rate, a couple of years without derceptible al- 
teration, either in itself or the brass.

The people of Byron, N. Y., are excited over 
the adv nt of Pittsturg parties in their midst 
with the avowed purpose of putting down a 
test well to see if natural gas or petroleum oil 
exists in that locality.

Thr New York World last week published a 
series of politica! articles reflecting on Congr: - 
man Campbell and stating that he was a mem, 
ter of the firm of J. J. Donovan & Co., who 
are alleged to have supplied adulterated sperm 
oi] to the Government, and that the American 
Manufacturing and Supply Co. had supe: seded 
the first named frm and received a contract 
for 11,(0) gallons of winter strained sperm oil 
at a price far below the market &c. 

Mr. BE. T. Bedford President of the American 
Manufacturing and Supply Company (Limited), 
caus¢d the following explanatory letter to be 
published in the World on Saturday: 

“When a contract ior 11,500 gallons uf natural 
winter sperm oil was awarded last summer by 
the Government were the successtul bidders. 
But it was not through any connection tbat 
Timothy J, Campbell or J. J. Donovan had 
with our company asthe World implies, On 
the contrary, on the day taat the bide were to 
be opened, or justabout that time, Mr. W. A. 
Robinson, of the firm of W. A. Robinson & Co., 
of New Bedford, came to us and said he bad 
seen Donovan, but forseome reason or other 
Mr, Robinson desired usto get the contract. 
*I want you to get that contract,’ he said, ‘and 
lam willing to divide the manufacturers profit 
with you. Wesimply acted as the manufac- 
turers’ agent, the oil being billed to us at 71 
centea gallon and our price to the Government 
was 724 cents. We paid the money on the 
eame day the oil was received, but we have not 
yet been paid by the Government. It looks 
etrangd that we could furnish oll at less then 
manufacturers could make it, but the facts are 
as I have sta'ed. W. A. Robinson & Co. are 
the largest, oldest and best known sperm oil 
manufacturers in this country. The oil was 
delivered by them in two lots, Aug. 27 and 30, 
068 and 130 barrels respectively. It was taken 
from the New Bedford propellcr by lighter 
direct to tho Navy Yard. After delivery 
samples of this oil were drawn by William M,

Prodigious Production of Russian 
Peiroleum, 


I1 the Pal-Mall Gase‘te of late date Mr. 
Charles Marvin, the investigator of Russian 
petroleum resources, writes as follows: 

The Russian newspapers received Oot. 18 con- 
tain a telegram from Baku announcing the 
greatest eutburst of oilever known. It runs 
thus: “Baku. Oct. 5.—At Tagieff’s wells a foun- 
tain has commenced playing at the rate of 
+0,000 poods of petroleum an hour. Ite height 
is 224 feet. In spite of its being five versts 
from the town, the petroleum eand is pouring 
upon the buildings and streets.” It is aston- 
ishing that the St. Petersburg eorrespondents 
of the London papers should not have tele- 
grapbed this remarkable phenomenon, and I 
can only accouut for their remissness on the 
grounds that ihey have either been too preoc- 
cupied with Bulgarian matters or bave grown 
so accustomed to fresh oil foun‘ains at Baku 
lately as to be blunted tothe significance of 
the sresent one. Yet Iagieff’s “gusher"’ beats 
out and out every previous recard in the oil 
regions of the two hemispheres. The champion 
petr leura fountain up to now bas been the 
*Droojba,”” which in 1883 spouted to the height 
of 200 or 800 feet, at the rate of nearly 8,300 tons 
ofoladay. ‘ This singie well,” I wrote from 
the spot in that year, “is spouting more oil 
than all the 25,000 wells in America yield to- 
gether.” But the Droojba is now nowhere- 
Tagieff’s well is spouting nearly 500 tons an 
hour, or more than 11,000 tons of oll a day. 
During the birth-throes cf a Baku oil foun- 
tain, stoces are buried a terrific distance, and a 
high wind will carry the fine sand spouting up 
w.th the cil milesaway. Theroar of the gas 
preceding the oil flow is terrific, and the atmos- 
phere for a time is rendered almost unbearabie. 
Compared with such fountains as the Drocjba 
and Tagieff, the Great Geyser of Iceland is a 
pigmy. Luokily the gas soon Clears off, the 
stones cease to rattle about tho sur: ounding 
buildings, and then the fountain becomes 
orderly, pouring with a prodigious roar, and 
forming round about the 13 or 14 inoh orifice 
vast shoals of sand, beyond which ths petro- 
leum gathers in Jakes Jarge enough sometimet 
to saila yacht in. How long Tagieff.s “spout- 
er” will last, and what its ultimate yield will 
be, will depend upon circumstancer. The 
Droojba lasted 115 days, flowing for 43 days 
at the tverage rate of nearly 6,400 tons a 
day, 31 days at 1,600 tons, 30 duys at about 900 
tons and 11 days at 600 tons. The owners then 
manage’ to fix a “cap” over the orifice and 
placed the well under control. The tota) 
amount of oll spouted, at the very loweet esti- 
mate, was 220,000 tons, or 55,000,000 gallone—the 
highest estimate puts it at 500,000 tons. Ata 
rough estimate, had the oil spouted in Amer- 
ica, it woula have realized about a million ster- 
Mog and made its owner a millionaire, instead 
of which the fate of the mountain at Baku was 
to render its master a bankrupt, for the shvals 
of sand engu/fing neighboring buildings led to 
claims for damage surpassing what he got for 
the emal! quantity of oil he was able to catch 
and store, while the rest, owing beyond on to 
other people’s property, was in most cases 
“annexed” and not paid for. During the au- 
tumn (as if to spite the American consul, who 
reported a short time ago that Baku was be- 
gintiaog to get dry) there bas been a whole suc- 
ecgsion of fountains, and in consequence there 
ip sued e glint that Teglef’e will hardly be sble 


price that the London oilimporter pays Ameri- 
ica for a single gallon of the refined article. For 
want ofa pipe line to run it to the Black Sea 
most of the 2,750,000 gallons of ofl spouted daily 
by the fountain of Tagieff 6 will sink into the 
soil, deteriorate in the lakes, or mingle with 
the waters of the Caspian. To quote a few in- 
stances of what the 500 wells at Baku can spout 
forth: Nobel Brothers’ No. 18 has yielded from 
a depth of 721 feet nearly 80 000,000 gallons of 
oil, their No. 9 well, from a depth of 640 feet, 
40,000,000 gallons, and their No. 16 well, froma 
depth of 595 feet, 78,000,000 gallons of oil! That 
is tosey,a single gang of men, a scere at the 
outside, boring for about a year, is able at 
Baku to bring to the surface more oil than all 
the mining men, and shale oil distilleries of 
Scotland during the same period put together. 
All Scotland takes a year to produce 70,000,000 
gallons of crude oil. The No. 9 well of Nobel’s 
spouted its 40,000,000 gallons in five weeks. 
Once the pipe line is laid down from Baku to 
the Black Sea and begins its ateady yearly yield 
of 160,00,(CO gallons, the Scotch paraffine trade 
will suffer from the competition of Russia as 
keenly as the petroleum industry of America.

Soluble Prussian Plue, 


Acoording to Brueoke “Erf. und Erf.”’ a sole 
uble Prussian biue can readily bo prepared in the 
following manner: 217 grms. potassiam ferro- 
cyanide are dissolved in 8 to 4 times that quan- 
tity of water, and diluted tollitre. Then 100 
gms. ferric chloride are also dissolved in water 
and the solution diluted to 1 litre. To each of 
the solutions is added two litres of a cold satu- 
rated solution of sodium sulphate, and after 
mixing thoroughly, the solutions are kept 
separate. To any quantity of the potassium 
ferrocyanide solution, ie added an equal quan- 
tity of the ferric cbloride solution under con- 
stant stirring. A biue precipitate is produced, 
which is collected on a filter and washed with 
water until the filtrate assumes a deep biue 
color. The washing is then discontinued and 
the precipitate dried at a moderate tempera- 
ture. Prussian blue prepared in this manner, 
when completely dried, shows a beautiful 
bronsge-colored fracture, and may be employed 
in the same way as indigocarmine. It is espec- 
ially adapted for blue inks, stamp color, laun - 
dry blueing, eto., and deserves attention on 
account of its low lost of preparation..~Drog 
Zt).

Coal Tar Products in England. 


A Manchester correspondent of the Oil and 
Colorman's Journal writea:— 

“The demand for ooa! tar colors bas mucb 
improved lately, showing that the dyers and 
calico printers in this district are busier than 
they have been of late. Several new coloring 
matters—such as benzopurpurine, benzoazu- 
rine fast blue, chrysamine, quinoline yellow— 
have been put on the market lately, and are 
being sold to a large extent, the dyers here 
taking them up very well. The Clayton chem- 
ical manufacturers are very busy; many are 
extending their premises and plant, a sign of 
improvement in the chemical trade. A no- 
ticeable point however in the coal tar trade, is 
the great fall which has lately* taken place in 
prices of coal tar and the produots derived 
from it. Coal gas makers around here are 
complaining bitterly about the prices they are 
now getting for their residual products, and 
some of the tar distillers who are getting their 
tar under old contracts must be losing some 
money on these, So far the result has been 
that contracts for ooai tu: are Gow only made 
for very short perio i:, «' ereas formerly they 
were made for long pr'c ds.”

What is Insolvency ? 

A Judge of the Supreme Court of Minnesota 
defines this term as follows: “The term ‘in- 
solvency’ is not always used in the same sense. 
It is sometimes used to denote the insufficiency 
of one’s entire property and assets to pay ail 
of his debts. This is ite popular and most gen- 
eral meaning. But it is also used, in a more 
restricted sense, to express the inability ofa 
person to pay his debts in the ordinary course 
of business. This is the sense in which it Las 
been invariably held to bave been used in ail 
of the various bankrupt acts of England and 
America. It should be remembered, however, 
that formerly bankrupt laws applied only to 
‘tradere.’ But later statutes, including our 
own, apply to all insolvent debtors, whether 
traders or non-traders. Even as applied to 
traders, this definition must be construed more 
or Jess with reference to the habits and usages 
of the place where the debtor resides, ani of 
the particular branch of business in which he 
is engaged; and with reference to persons not 
engaged in trade or commerce, the term may 
therefore havea lese restricted meaning than 
when applied to bankers, merckants and the 


like.” 
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Toilet Soaps. 


lo giving the method for preparing some of 
the most popular curd toilet soaps, in this 
article, I assume that the stock soaps used are 
in every respect adopted for the purpose. 

Here and there, we meet with toilet soaps 
which are overloaded with color, which must 
be considered a great fault in all soaps, and 
much more go in curd toilet soape. How disa- 
greeable such soaps are has probably been ex- 
perienced by many soap makers. 

The colors employed should give delicate 
shades, and be durable when exposed to light. 
I have often noticed in French manufactures 
that a light rose-colored soap, when exposed 
to daylight, lost its oolor within an hour. 

The coloreshould, therefore, always be tested 
for their permanency to avoid such difficulties. 
itis also of advantage to have the color bur- 
monize with the perfume. 

Before adding the perfume to the soap, the 
latter should be perfectly dry, because per- 
fumed soaps should pot be dried. If this is 
done, a large part of the finest perfume will be 
lost by evaporation. 

Soap which is not perfectly dry should not 
be pressed, for In a short time the cake will lose 
ite form and euffer in appearance. 

In the following I will give the formula of 
some uf the most popular curd toilet suaps, 
with good and appropriate perfumes:

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The Geologic Distribution of Natural 
Gas in the United States. 

At the meeting of the American Institute of 
Mining Engineers recently held in St. Louis, a 
paper on natural gas was read by Mr. Chas. A. 
Ashburner, geologist in charge of the Penn- 
sylvania survey, of which the following is a 
condensed report: 

Mr. Ashbnrner uttered a warning, which 
should be more generally heeded, against be- 
ing guided in the search for natural gas by 
quack explorers, and that the facts discevered 
by geological researches be more carefully 
considered. Mr. Ashburner insisted upon the 
necessity for every community where there is 
the slightest possibility of finding natural gas 
to make a thorongh and intelligent explora- 
tion tor it,and pointed out that, in those seo- 
tions in which from the geological conditions 
of the underground structure of the region it 
is impossible for the rocks to contain gas ia 
commercial quantities, manufacturers shou 4 
plan to make a fuel gus, Turning to the geoi- 
ogy of the subject, Mr. Ashburner satd: It is 
difficult to prescribe any fixed limits in the ge- 
ological scale to the occurrence of natural gas 
over petroleum. Every known rock except 
the eruptive rocks are known to contain the 
remains of organic matter, and, sinee the lead- 
ing geologists agree in the opinion that both 
olland gas result from the decomposition of 
organic remains, it is quite possible to fiad gas 
and oil in rocks of any geological age, in some 
rocks in commercial quantities. and in other 
rocks in quantities to be only of scientific 
interest. Next to the necessity of havinga 
sedimentary rock in which animal or vegeta- 
bie remains of past geological agcs bave been 
buried, the presence of gas is dependent upon 
the existence of a porous or cavernous rock to 
serve as @ reservoir to hold the gas, and an 
overlying impervious rock to contain it. The 
other necessary conditions for the occurrence 
of gas are more dependent upon the forces to 
which the strata have been subjected. and the 
resulting geological structure, than upon tke 
age of the rocks themseives, 

Thetendency among practical oil and gas 
weli drillers and operators to diseover in a new 
district where a woll may be drilled in the same 
section of rocks as is fcund in an old district 
makes it important that both drillers and oper- 
ators should realize the fact, as proven by geo- 
logical investigation, that no two wells can be 
put down distant from one another but five 
molles, more or lese, when the same section of 
cocks may be found fn both wells. All the oil 
and gas Lorizons in Pennsylvania are located 
inthe sandstones and sbales from the Portage 
upto and including the coal measures. In 
Ubio the oi] and gas horizons are included in 
the paleozicsirata from the upper coal meas 
ures down into the Trenton limestone. Io 
New York, where natural gas is more gener- 
ally distributed, as indicated by gas springs, 
than in either Pennsylvania or Ohio, but 
where mucb less has been found in commereial 
quantities, the gas horizons are found in the 
formations from the Chemung down to the 
Hudson River shores inclusive, with the possi- 
bility that some may be found in the Trenton 
limestone. Oo account of the intimate con- 
nection existing between oil and gas it is rea- 
sonabie to suspect the existence of natural gas 
in ali sandstones producing oil. The amount 
of gas which ig at present fi: wing from th; ex- 
plored eands in Pennsylvania is probably two 
or three times greater than is required to meet 
a.) present demands. With an appreciation of 
this fact,andof the possibility of extending 
the gas pools and developing new ones, very 
little alarm should be entertained as to the ex- 
baustion of the gas sands of Pennsylvania and 
the prostration of the manufacturing iodus- 
tries which have become dependent upon ite 
use. It becomes, however, a qwestion of vita) 
im portasce to the commonwealth of Pennsyl- 
vauia that the extravagant waste of gas which 
is now going On everywhere througbout the 
olland gas regions should be stopped. The 
action of the Philadelphia company, which ig 
pow one of the largest patural-gas vompanies 
in Pennsy!vania, io shutting in the wells ali the 
surplus gas which is pot needed, should be 
emulated by every individual who has pecu- 
piary interests in gas wells, and it isa question 
which should be settied by the Stute Legisia- 
ture by compelling ali gas weil driliers and 
operators to shut in the gas which ig not newd- 
ed, 

The discovery of natural gas in Ohio is the 
dawn of a most important era to the manufac 
turing aod jadustrial interests of that State. 
Any comparison of the amount of gas which 
Pennsyivauia eng Obio respectively will be

Max Siewert, the well-known German scientist 
and chemist, now of the University of Cordo- 
ba, has devoted considerable attention to this 
department of chemistry. M. de Moussy, in his 
wurk in French, has also made extensive refer - 
ence to the subject. Their researches and in- 
vestigations, and especially some of the exper- 
iments of the former, seem to be of so much 
interest, not only to those whoare engaged in 
textiie manufactures, but aiso to those who are 
especially occupied with the chemistry of dyes 
and dyestuffs, that I translate and transcribe 
them for the information of our own milling 
establishments, taking the mineral, the animal 
and the vegetable dyestuffs of the Argentine 
Republic in their order, 


INORGANIC SUBSTANCES. 

While it is not as yet known here how to 
prepare the red lacs, viz, the combinations be- 
tween the true animal and vegetable coloring 
matters and between the acids and mineral 
bases, the people of the country are content 
with the simple impregnation of the cloths in 
the different salts, so as the better to fix the 
colors in the threads. The mordants which the 
country affords are the following: 

1. Alum and sulphate of alumina— Both these 
saits are found in the natural state in the prov- 
inces of Jujuy, Salta, Rioja, Catamarca and 
Cordoba. 

2. Salts of lea}.—In a crude way the people 
of the interior prepare the) acetate of lead by 
dissolving the oxide of this metal in vinegar; a 
litharge : esults from separating the silscr from 
the argentiferous lead. 

3. Sulphate of copper.—This salt is generally 
found comewhat mixed with green vitriol in 
the districts of the copper mines of the prov- 
inces of Catamarca, Rioja, Sau Juan, Salta: 
Jujuy, and Cordoba, 

4. Sulphate of ir»n.—Copperas has a more 
general application than the sulphate of cop- 
par, because itis more frequently fuund, and 
is . sed in the foundries to facilitate the fusion 
of the argentiferous lead Ores and for the mak- 
ing of i.k, 

5. Combinations of potash—In nearly all the 
provinces the vine is cultivated, but as ) et it is 
not generally known how to prepare the cream 
of tartar—bitartr. te of potash—made by the 
ferme:tation of must. With the development 
however, of viticulture in the countrya new 
source of wealth mutt be created in the expor- 
tation of this article, and of tartaric acid, 
which it extracted trom it. 

6. Carbonate of soda—This salt is prircipally 
extracted frum the ashes of a saline plant 
called jume, This is a bush peculiarto the 
argentine saline heaths. Of all knows plants 
the jume gives the greatest q: aitity of ashes, 
burning with the greatest facility and with in- 
tense hea: even when green, It yields nearly 
42 per cent of carbonate of soda, and covers 
immense tracts of country. 

ANIMAL SUBSTANCES. 

Cochineal,- This insect (Vecbus cacti) grows 
in the greatest abundance upon the opuntia of 
thiscountry more particulorly in the provinces

Bordeaux Olive Oil. 
REPORT or CONSUL ROOSEVELT, OF BORDEAUX 


Bordeaux, though several hundred miles 
from the oil producing districts, is famous as 
producing the most superior olive oil in the 
world. 

The exporters buy the oil from different pro- 
prietors in varying quantities and qualities, 
the latter depending upon the method of culti- 
vation, soil and preparation. 

The oil is usually transported to Bordeaux In 
a crude state, and is here refined. As there isa 
fixed standard as to color, consistency and fia 
vor, oils of equally good qualities, no matter 
from what source obtained, are blended until 
they acquire the proper standard. To success- 
fully blend oil requires long experience, excel- 
lent judgment, taste, and an incorruptible 
character, since the opportunities to success- 
fully admit adulterants are mapy. Houses 
having obtained the public confidence never re- 
sort to adulteration. Firms selling adulter- 
ated oils find markets only in South America 
and Mexico. Most of the olive oils exported 
from this consular district come from the de- 
partment of Var, in southeastern France, and 
and the country surrounding Genoa, Italy,and 
are respectively known as the “huiled’ Aix” 
and “‘huile de Nice.”’’ Large quantities of olive 
oil are produced in Tuscany, but owing to the 
quality find little demand on this market. 
Sicillan oils are mostly employed for manufac- 
turing porposes. cottonseed oil, enjoying a 
certain commercial favor, has in no manner 
affected ths Bordeaux oils, as none of the relia- 
ble houses here handle it. 

Olive oil is exceedingly sensitive, and conse- 
quently great attention is devoted to the re- 
ceiving vats and wells, which, in France, are 
usually underground. To preserve the oil it is 
absolutely necessary to keep it in a cool place. 
The wells are tin lined and the vats are usually 
of tiling cut in the stone. 

Poppy, cottonseed, colza, sesame and peanut 
oil are employed ia adulterating olive oll. A 
simple way to test the purity of olive oil is to 
put a small quantity on a piece of bread, thor- 
oughly masticate, and if, after swallowing, a 
disagreeable taste remains in the mcuth the oil 
can be safely condemned; if, on the contrary, a 
sweet taste remains in the mouth the oii is 
pure. The principal exporters of fine olive oil 
from Bordeaux to the United States are Mesare. 


able to produce in the future would be invidi- 
ous, and, in fact, we have not sufficient evi- 
dence upon which to base any reliable conclu- 
sion, That there is sufficient gas in Ohio, as 
well as in Pennsylvania, to meet the demands 
of manufacturing for anumber of years, and 
sufficient in many localities to warrant the 
erection of new plants, there is no doubt; but 
still it is well to bear In mind that our gas sup- 
ply is exhaustible, and that in the main ail the 
gas which we can hope to obtain in the future 
now existsina gaseous form confined in our 
rock reservoirs, 
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A Russian Petroleum Pipe Line, 


In the London Pall Mall Gazette of October 8 
Mr. Charles Marvin, who has written mnch 
concerning the Russian petroleum weils and 
refineries, has the following concerning the 
long contemplated project of a pipe line across 
the Caucasus, whereby petroleum isto be car. 
ried to the shores of the Black Sea at very low 
cost: 

The Russian govcrament has completed at 
last the scheme for the petroleum pipe line 
from Baku to the Black Sea a distance of near- 
ly 600 miles, and as it is willing that two-thirds 
of the pipe line,or 400 miles of iron pipes,should 
be constructed by the country acquiring the 
concession, the possibility of securing sucha 
great and lucrative ordershould direct the at- 
tention of England to the enterprise. Already 
four foreign competitors are in the fieldamong 
them being the Paris Rothschilds and the B 1- 
gian firm of Cockerill & Co., supported by a 
group of Amsterdam bankers; but the Russian 
government is antious to secure “the lowest 
tender,"’ and thus the competition will remain 
open a little longer. The capital required for 

- the scheme is £2,0,0C0, and ibe undertaking, 
therefore, would need a powerful syrdicate to 
carry itout. Whether,in the present condi- 
tion of the political atmosphere, Euglish capi- 
talists would care to sink £2,000,0C0 in Trans- 
caucasia is a moot point. 

For at least the last ten years there has been 
a talk of Jaying down a pipe line from the oil 

_ fields at Baku to some point on the Black Sea. 
The original obs‘acle to the scheme was the un- 
developed Sondition of the industry, and the 
advocacy of the undertaking by mere cunces- 
sion-mongers; and afterward the completion 
of the railway from Baku to Batoum put a 
temporary extinguisher on all projects pre- 
sented to the government. The interest on the 
capital of this railway being guaranteed by the 
State, the reasons dictating such a policy can be 
readily appreciated. Last year, bow, ver, the 
tre flic on the line, although c nly two years old, 
was already too large for its resources, and the 
government decided upon the construction of 
an oleo-duct. The Minister of Crown Domains 
Senator Ostrovsky, and the Minister of Rail- 
waye, General Possiet, both visited Transcau- 
casia, and on their return the Minister of Fi- 
nance shared with them several conferences, 





















resulting in the formation of a commission 
representing the three departmente, to draw up 
the terms of a concession, When this was 
ready’ Gospodin Ragosine, a weil-known ex- 
ploiteur of petroleum, was dispatched to Baku 
to see whether a combination could be formed 
by the various native petroleum firms fo lay 
down the line. Ragosine’s mission came to 
nothing. Excluding Nobel Brothers, there 
were no rich firms to provide the neces- 
sary capital, and the government perforce 
was compelled to consent to the concession 
being placed in foreign hands. The line must 
start from Baku, but the terminal point on the 
Black eca is left open fcr the present. In all 
Pprabability Poti, and not Batoum, will be in 
sisted upon. The pipe must be large enough 
to ajlow of the passage of 160,C00,000 gallons of 
oil a year, and the stoppages for repairs must 
not exceed on an average one a month, or last 
longer than three days. Assoon as the traflic 
reaches 90 per cent. of the ful! working power 
of the line, the company must proceed to lay 
down a second oleoduct, and have it ready for 
traffiz in two years. The time allowed for lay- 
ing down the first pipe line isthree years. The 
concession will last twenty ycars, but no guar- 
anteo will be given by the estate, nor will the 
company be allowed to own oil wells and re- 
flueriee. Where the pipe line traverses crow 
estates the land will be given the company for 
nothing, and elsewhere it willenjoy the same 
Privileges as railway corporations. One-third 
of the pipes must be obtained in Ruesia, but 
this clause will not be insisted upon should the 
supply be inad« quate, The tariff to be charged 
for the oil pumped tbrough tha line is 10 to 11 
copecks the pood, or 12s or l3saton. This wil) 
amount to a little more than a half-penny (ic) 
a gallon. 

The engineering obstacles to the enterprise 
are of avery trifling character, with the ex- 
ception of the passage of the pipe line over the 
Lower Caucasus. The ascent to the Suram 
Pass, 3,200 feet above the sea level, is somewhat 
sbarp,but an extra number of powerful pump- 
ing stations will overcome this obstacle, w bile 
on the Batoum side of the range fewer stations 
will be needed, owing to the force with which 
the oj] willfiuw,by its cwn gravity, to the 
Bleck Sea coast. ‘here is therefore no reason 
for fearing that the pipe line will not be laid 
down in three years’ time, perbaps considera- 
bly earlier. Asfor the distano-, it is a mere 
trifle compared with the American pip? lines. 
which collectively extend to a length of 9,000 
miles, When it is open for traffic the export of

Dyes and Coloring Material of the Ar- 
gentine Republic. 
REPORT OF CONSUL BAKER OF BUENOS AYRES. 


When Brazil, with its immense forests bor- 
dering upon tide water, was first opened to 
foreign commerce, the demand for its dyes and 
dyestuffs was so great that no inconsiderable 
part of the revenues of the King of Portugal 
was derived from the royalties he exacted from 
the trade. 

In the case of the countries of the River 
Plate, their mineral regions and forests were 
so remote from the seaboard, and the naviga- 
tion of the Parana river was then so uncertain 
andso limited, that but little was known of 
their resources in dyes and dyestuffs, and sub- 
sequently the facilities with which all these 
articles of prime importance in the textile arts 
have beer. procured from the Brazils end the 
countries of Central America have been so 
great that but little scientific attention has 
thus far been paid to the classification of such 
articles in these lines as this country affords, 
Ic is only in countries where textile mauufac- 
tures are most ficuriebing that the art uf dye- 
ing is studied and applied ic its full signifi- 
cance, and in the absence of cotton and woolen 
milsio the Argentine Republic the materials 
for producing colovs have received but little 
application. There has been no demand for 
them either at home or abroad, 

The full extent of its resources and poasibili- 
ties in these respects can only yet be conjec- 


tured, but lately publio attention has been 
somewhat directed to the subject and Prof.

In the province of Tucuman and other ph ces 
where the cochineal is gathered it is crushed in 
wooden mortars and afterwards the paste is 
for.ed into little cakes, whicb, when dried,are 
sold under the name of ¢ rana (scarlet) 

Bullocks’ blood—The facilities for procuring 
this article, used to some exteutin dye works, 
are unusually favorable, owing to the large 
number of saladeros, or special establishments 
for slaughtering the immense herds of horned 
cattle which constitute a large proportion of 
the wealth of the country. In 1883 the ship- 
ments of dried blood were 789,144 kilograms, 
valued at $23,764; in 1884 they were 666,771 kilo- 
grame, valucd at $20,013, all of which went to 
England and Germany. 

VEGETABLE SUBSTANCES. 

It is difficult to give a clear explanation of 
the vegetable dyestufis which are in use ia the 
different provinces, for the reason that the 
pDatives call the same piants or trees by differ- 
ent names, and in some instances use the same 
name to designate very different planter. Were 
the trees or plants scientifically determined it 
would make no difference in regard to the con- 
fusion which exists as to their common names; 
but in the absence of their botanical designa- 
tions the former in some cases have to be used. 


ENTIRE PLANTS. 

Iadig >.—This is the ladigo anlilifera, a papil- 
ioneceous plant. There are two species: the 
one, cultivated, which being treated in the 
sam manner as the Chinese plant produces an 
ide. tical coloring matter, making a blue de- 
posit by the action of concentrated sulpbu.ic 
acid; the other, which grows wild, ealled anil- 
cillo, or anililo, from whicha blue matter is 
also prepared, but somewhat different from the 
first, because with sulphuric acid it only forms 
a white insoluble paste. This white mass in 
water agaio gives a blue dye with ut being de- 
composed. For the purpose of using it as a 
dye, it is necessary to ‘erment it in an algal ne 


liquid. The anil is used to dye both blue and 


green. Inasmuch as the first operation is well 


known, it is not necessary to explain it. In 
respect to the second, I would state thut the 
threads of wool are first stained yellow with 
the juice of t' e valce, of the Chilca dulce, or 
of saffron, and then they are dipped 
two: or three times into a solution of 
anil. If the tint is then too deep, they 
are again dipped in the yellow liquid.* 

Saffron (Chuquiraya cbhrysantha).—The first 
watery decoction of this plant contains a yel- 
low color; the second a red one; but it is evi- 
dent, owing tothe crude appliances, that the 
separation of the two colors by this method ts 
very imperfect. 

Wild chamomile (Spanish, marziniila sives- 
ter).—A number of very different plants are 
comprehended under this name, though none 
of them have any eimilarity to the camoalila, 
The dry plant is boiled in water charged with 
ajum, and by dipping the wool into this boillpg 
liquid it is dyed a very clear yellow, 

Sweet chilca.—This plant, which is found on 
the shores of the rivers in vearly all the proy- 
inces, is a resinous and very aromatic little 
bush belonging to the family of the Composite. 
It produces a fragrant and a somewhat sweet- 
tasting fruit, whence ite name, The dry busb, 
tugether with ite fruit, is generally used to dye 
yellow, though the juice extracted from the 
green plant produces the samecolor. For the 
first aceloring bath of the plant is first pre- 
pared by boiling the dry bush fora long time 
in water charged withalum. The boiling liq- 
uld ig then strained and returned to the vessel 
duly cleaned; and the material to be colored is 
then boiled in this bath until the tint is satis- 
factory to the dyer. The material ig then 
dipped in a solution of the bicarbonate of am- 
monia. For the second, the material is firat 
impregnated with alum and then dipped in the 
boiling solution of the juice, 


Palala.—This name is given toa plant very 
little known, which produces a fiery orange 
color. 

Valda, a plant or vegetable the extract of 
which, without being previously impregnatcd 
by apy mordant, dyes wool to avery firm yel- 
low. As before stated, the wool dyed yellow 
by the valida is changed to green when paseed 
through a olution of ani!. On the other hand, 
should these yellow threads be dipped intoa 
bot bath of carbonate of soda, orlye from the 
jume, the yellow tint becomes orange. This 
valda in the ncrthern provinces is called que'- 
totarpo, and in the Quinchua language it is 
called ke jatulpuno. 

Tojo, sometimes cajled Santa Maria, is a bush 
which is probably identical with the Tecoma 
stans (Juss... It grows about 10 feet high, and 
producesin the spring a very delicate yellow 
flower. A decoction of te plant produces a 
color corresponding to that of the flower, 
which is unalterable by alkalies. 

Tola.—This is an arboret, which chietiy 
grows in the province of Sa!ta, and is used for 
dyeing yeliow. For this purpose the threads of 
wool are dipped into an aqueous ext'act, 
which has been prepared by boiling wi:b alum. 
To fix the color the dyed threads are then 
boiled in a bath of urine or carbonate of am- 
monia. 

Figue, a plant, also sometimes called fije, 
which belongs to the family of tho Cinchon- 
aciw. It contains a yellow tint, but not much 
is known as yet of its application. 


LEAVES, FLOWERS AND FRUITS. 

Clavelina (zinnia).—The flowers of this plant 
are used to produce a scarlet color, 

Malva.—This is the mallows (Althea rosea), 
the dark violet flower of which, as in the 
United States, serves with alum to produce 
tintsfrom gray to violet blue, and with salts 
of tin the dark violet tints. 


Moller.—This is the molle a tenir (Duvana 
fasciculata, D. prsecox, and D. dependents), the 
young branches of which, with theirleavesand 
fruit, are specially used for tanning purposes 
because they contain 19.2 per cent of tannin, 
but with the use of copperas they algo pro- 
duce a gray tint, much employed In dye'ng 
wool, 

Espinillo.—The espinillo bravo is confounded 
in some of the provinces with the tusca aro- 
matica, end in others with the charqui, lis 
batanical name, however, is Acacia caverna, 
while that of the second is Acacia aroma. and 
that of the third is Prosopis adstringens. The 
fruits of allare.rich in tannin, and therefore 
they can be used with copperas to dye from 
gray to bisck. 

Guayacan (Crwsalpina melanocarps).— The 
fruit of this tree is called algorrobillo de guaya- 
can, The natives, however, call all fruits sim- 
ilar to bean or pea pods by the name of algor- 
robilla, a signification which is also applicd to 
the trees themeelves, thus causing much con- 
fusion. The pod of the guayacan is short and 
thick, containing four or five seeds. Whilst 
the seeds themselves are lecking in tannin, the 
pods contain almost 22 per cent of this material 
in a perfectly pure state, which with copperas 
makes a fine yray to black dyr. Inasmuch as 
the guayacan is a very abundant tree in the 
northern provinces, and produces a great 
quantity of pods, it offers a material which 
must hereafter attract attention as an import- 
ant article of export. 

Alvarillo—sometimes called albaricoqae, al- 
baricoquillo, and damascu. These trees, though 
all belonging to the genus Pruuus, are not 
completely identical, and, according to their 
state of cultivation, produce more or less dif- 
ferent kinds of fruit. The coloring matter 
which the bark of their roots, and even & part 
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* of their trunks, contain, with a combination of 
alum produces a yellow tint, which, with a 
combination of carbonate of soda, is trans- 
formed int» dark crimson. , 

Raiz punzo.—In English this is called red- 
root. With alum the watery extract produces 
& red color, which, if afterwards treatéd with 
carbonate of soda or witn ammonia, is trans- 
formed into a scariet red. 

Raiz del cerro, also called socontc, the root of 
which contains a highly esteemed color, prob- 
* bly the alizarina, which has not been hereto- 
fore found except in the Rubia tinctorium. 
The plant belongs tothe genus Galium, and is 
probably the G. hirsutum or Richardiarnum 
(End).). The roots of the plants which grow 
upon the high lands of the interior are the 
most esteemed. The wool is dyed, without 
any mordant, from crimson to dark wine 
color, and the tints are fast, resisting the ac- 
tion of Jye or the rays of the sun. 

Raiz de pata.—The pata is a low tree, and in 
the bark of the roots, in the bark of the trunk, 
and even in the wood itself, a coloring matter 
exists which has nct been critically studied,but 
which with alum produces a cint called “coffee 
color.” 

Sacba uva.—This is a Berberie, the roots of 
which, lixe the European plant, contains a yel- 
low matter—the berberina—which, without 
mordants, dyes wool a very fine yellow. 


BARKS. 

Cebil (the Acacia cebil (Gries) grows in the 
northern provinces of Tucuman, Satla, Jujuy, 
andin the Gran Chaco in great abundance). 
The bark is principally employed in the tan- 
neries, because it contains about 15.5 per cent 
of tannin. In combination with copperas it 
can also be used in dyeing to produce tints 
from gray to black. 

Sauce.—This is the willow, Salix Humboldt- 
iana, The extract of the bark of the willow, 
as also that of the algorrobo blanco, produces 
the tints most esteemed by the people of the 
country. As I have already said, the natives 
have for some time been endeavoring to imi- 
tate successfully the natural tint of the vacuna 
wool, because the ponchos woven with this 
wool have the highest price and are of the best 
quality. As it is extremely difficu.t to sepa- 
rate the fibers of the vacuna woo! in such wise 
that the different tiats may be woven exactly 
equal, a substance which will dye any other 
white hair or wool the color of the vacuna— 
coffee color—in its shades, and be at the same 
time firm and lustrous, must be of great value. 
Only the, extructs of the barks of the sauce 
andthe algorrobo serve eflicaciously to this 
end. To produce the deepest tints of the 
brown color the cuticle of the willow bark is 
employed, but the derma is preferred for the 
lighter tints. If is necessary, however, to sat- 
urate the threads with alum, as a mordant, be- 
fore attempting to dye with the sauce. 

Nogal.—This is the nogal silvestre, or wild 
walnut—Juglans nigra—which answers the 
same purpose as the sauce, but its colers are 
less firm and brilliant. 

woops. 

Quebracho Colorado (Loxopterigeum Lor- 
entzii).—By boiling the sawdust or shav- 
ings of the red quebracho, a dark brown 
liquid is produced which, being evaporated 
to dryness and cooled, produces an almost 
black resinous residuum, which is brittle and 
of a certain luster, but with which as yet no 
scientific experiments have been made. For 
this reason neither its exact chemical composi- 
tion nor its physical properties are perfectly 
knowD, but from its appearance it is very sim- 
ilar to the matter which bas long been known 
to commerce as drageu’s blocd. The extract 
of quebracho is used alone to dye wool, as also 
with such mordants as alum and copperas, or 
sulphate of copper. In the first mode the wool 
is dyed from bright to dark brown; in the sec- 
ond, from gray to black; in the third, to a vio- 
let red. 

Algorrobo blanco (Prosopis algorrobo, Griee), 
—A brownish-black sap sometimes runs down 
inthe bark of the very old trees, which im- 
pregnates it with a resinous and gummy sub- 
stance that completely dissolves in hot water, 
thus forming a dark-brown tint very similar 
to the extract of quebracho colorado. By de- 
truncating the trees of the very largest size, a 
black and extremely bitter sap exudes from 
the tree, which gradually solidifies in the air. 
This has not as » et been scientifical.y analysed. 
The aqueous extracts made from boiling the 
wood and then evaporating to dryness do not 
solidify on being cooled so perfectly as those 
of the quebracho colorado, but form deli- 
cate, viscous, and somewhat tough superficial 
lamin. The solution of the coloring matter 
of the algorrobo, without recourse to any 
wordant, produces very fast colors, not only 
in wool and silk, but also in cotton and linen 
goods; as likewise in the fiber of the chaguan. 
The color varies {rom the clearest to the black- 
est brown, according to the application. 

Corovillo.—It appears that both the bark and 
the wood of this plant contain the same color- 
ing material, which the natives call tinta punzo 
—deep scarlet red. Tt:e preparation and ap- 
plication, however, of this coloring matter is a 
secret in the hands of certain families in the 
interior, who refuse to give to the public any 
information on the subject. 

Lapacho (Tecoma asper, Gries) —This tree 
belongs to the family of the Bignonacee, and 
isone of the mo-t elegant representatives of 
the subtropical vegetation of the northtrn Ar- 
gentine provinces, but the botany of the tree 
8 not yet quite exact. Probably several spe- 





cies of Lepacho exist. The one most common 
in the spring of the year, before the new leaves 
begin tosprout, is so densely covered with ex- 
quisite flowers that no ray of the sun can ir- 
tervene. The tree, however, is not merely in- 
teresting on account of its flowers. The wood 
of itstrunk is remarkably firm und strong, 
and for that reason is in most extensive use. 
The axles of carts, as also the entire wheels, 
ox-yokes, the teeth of cog-wheeis, carpenters’ 
tools, &c.,are made from the wood. Ina 
chemical point of view the wood of the La- 
pacho has also very remarkable qualities. In 
the first place, of all the Argentine plants and 
woods it produces the least amount of ashes, 
which are composed of the salts of phosphoric 
acid. In the second place, the chemical com- 
position of its organic material is very compli- 
cated. From experiments thus far made, it 
appears that its bark and wood afford about 7 
per cent of tannin and 7.5 per cent cf coloring 
matter which crystallizes well, and about 12.5 
per cent of another coloring matter of less 
value, since it does not crystallize; also about 
5 per cent of a substance similar to caoutchouc, 
As the latter as well as the coloring matter, is 
insoluble in water because of their resinous 
composition, it is not strange that the wood 
long resists decay. Indeed, it is stated that 
when the wood has remained some time in 
water it becomes indurated to such an extent 
that it is impossible to cut it with steel axes. 

Dr. Siewert, after a carefui scientific study of 
the yellow coloring matter whtch exists in the 
wood,. pronounces it a very important dye- 
stuff. His method of preparing it for use is as 
8ollowe: 

A quantity of the sawdust or the shavings is 
boiled in iron vessels,to which are added 10 
grains of crystallized carbonate of soda for 
each kilogram of the wood. After boiling for 
an hour it is heated two or three times anew 
with fresh quantities of water in other vessels. 
To the liquid extract which results from the 
portion of the wooi already treated the same 
quantity of wood and a proportionate quan- 
rity of carbonate of soda are added, without 
interrupting the boiling of the liquid. The 
first portion of the wood already treated is 
then thrown into the second vessel, which con- 
tains the same quantity of water, and to which 
for each kilogram of wood5 grains of carbon- 
ate of soda have been added. It is proper that 
the second extract should also be made by 
heat. After an hour of this treatment the 
wood of the second vessel should be passed to 
the third vessel, which only should contain 
pure cold water, and that of the first to the 
second, and soon. If in the first vessel 5 kilo- 
grams of wood to 10 kilograms of water have 
been treated, the concentrated extract is 
thrown into another vessel to cool and deposit 
itsimpurities. Then the liquid of the second 
veesel is passed to the first one, where it serves 
to treat fresh portions of the wood; that in the 
fourth vessel is now found to be entirely de- 
prived of its coloring matter. Finally the 
water which served to boil the shavings in the 
first two vessels is added to the cold extract, 
which is precipitated by crude hydrochloric 
acid until the liquid colors litmus paper red. 
A yellowish-green substanee is precipitated in 
the crude coloring matter. After filtering it 
and washing it in rain water it is purified ac- 
cording to the following method: It is dis- 
solved with an equal weight of crystallized 
carbonate ot soda in 10 parts of boiling water. 
The filtered liquid is again precipitated when 
cold by hydrochloric acid, and the precipitate 
is washed until the water in which it isso 
heated does not present any acid reaction. 
Finaily the dried mass is dissolved in boiling 
alcohol, and after filt ring the alcoholic liquid 
to separate the last impurities, it is crystal- 
lized. By following this method 10 kilograms 
of raw material and 74% kilograms of pure 
crystallized matter will be obtained from 100 
kilograms of wood, which is soluble in 7.75 
parts of boiling alcohol of 8 degrees, or in 
94.5 parts cold alcohol. Inasmuch as this color- 
ing matter, hitherto unknown, easily elimi- 
nates the carbonic acid of the carbonate of 
soda and dissolves into a liquid the color of 
blood, it is certain that it represents an organic 
acid. And for th.s reason, in accordance with 
ite origin, it has been named lapachic acid. 


This acid, when crystallized by ether, forms 
very delicate little leaves of a somewhat green- 
ish yellow color; when crystallized by alcohol 
the leaves and prismatic crystals are very 
smali, and when crystallized by sublimation it 
forms into the finest needles. As yet it has 
not been possible to determine with certainty 
its crystalline ferm, but it appears to belong to 
the quadratic system. IL'ke the acid, all salts 
of this wood dissolve in boiling alcohol. 

The lapachic acid is extrenely sensl‘ive to 
any trace of free basis materials and to the 
carbonates dissolyed in water. For this reason 
it appears that it would be well to prepare re- 
active papers; and, in effect, filtering paper 
impregnated by the lapachate of soda—a vio- 
let red paper—is -tained yellow by the liquid 
acid, and the yellow paper becomes dark by 
the basic liquids. 

The lapachic acid, its salts, and the products 
of its decomposition merit much attention 
from dyers, because, according to the mor- 
dants andthe de ree of concentration of the 
flux, they produce very diverse colors in wool 
and silk, that is to say. whether the goods im- 
pregnated by the mordants be at once passed 
through the flux of the coloring matter or the 
conti ory, or whether they are dyed in cold ér 
beat, the following colors are prodyced ;

1. Rose crimson—Use chloride“of tin, alum 
or acetate of lead for mordants; then dye in a 
flux of the lapachate of soda and purify by 
soap. 

2. Yellow—Saturate the o!oth with the bi- 
chloride of tin, then pass it through the hot 
flux of lapachate of soda, dry it, and purify it 
in a hot bath of lapachonic acid. 

8. Clear brown—According to the strength of 
the mordant, of sulphate, or, better, of acetate 
of copper and of the flux of lapachate of soda, 
each one of the tints of brown will be pro- 
duced. The goods are afterwards cleansed by 
soap. 

4. Dark brown—The goods impregnated with 
chloride of iron are dyed in heat in the flux of 
lapachate of soda and afterwards cleansed by 
soap. 

NO COMMERCE IN DYESTUFFS. 

I have thus given an extended resume of 
what Dr. Siewert and M. de Moussy say in 
reference to the coloring materials of the 
Argentine Republic. As has already been re- 
marked, however, nothing has ever been done 
in the matter of making the dyesand dye-stuffs 
of the country articles of foreign commerce. 
In spite of the fact that all parts of the Repub- 
lic are sv rich in these materials, there has 
scarcely been a movement towards their utili- 
zation beyond the meager demands of a few 
spindles and hand looms in the interior prov- 
ine>s,the people importing quite all the threads, 
yarns. and woven goods used in the coun- 
try. That there is» field here for the building 
up of a li: rge trade in coloring materials scarce- 
ly admits of a question. In regard to most of 
the artieles above enumerated, they are found 
or grow spontaneously in the country, and are 
immediately accessible along the shores of the 
Upper Parana and the Paraguay. The lepacho, 
the quebracho; the algorobo, and nearly all the 
other trees mentioned grow in great quantities 
and wonderful luxuriance all along those riv 
ers; while as to the rest, tnere are rail ways lead- 
ing through the provinces where they are 
found. 

In regard t» such plants, shrubs, &c., as re- 
quire attention for their pyoper cultivation 
and development, a few words may be added. 


THE CULTIVATION OF SAFFRON. 

The saffron (Carthamus tincsorius), although 
such a free and ready grower,is at present 
scarcely cultivated in this country, except as 
an ornamental shrub, Only to a very small ex- 
tent is it used for coloring purposes. Whole 
plantations of it, however, could be produced 
with the least particle of care, and there are 
few plants that could be put to more valuable 
uses. While its twigs are excellent food for all 
herbivorous animals,its seeds furnish a quarter 
of their weightof oil good to eat and burn, so 
that only on this account the shrub is worthy 
of cultivation; but when we consider itasa 
coloring material there are few herbs more 
useful than this modest plant. In Europe, as 
also in Asiatic Turkey and Egypt, the flowers 
of the saffron, gathered for coloring purposes, 
give rise to a very large trade, and with a very 
little enterprise the same might be the case in 
the Argentine Republic. The yield is about 
250 pounds to the acre—a highly valuable crop 
—which makes it worthy the attention of 
agriculturists, the consumption of the product 
being very large in allthe cotton and woolen 
factories of Europe and the United States, at 
prices which would make its exportation cer- 
tain at a large margin for profits. 

If the indolence and indifference to progress 
of the lower classes of the Argentine people 
were not known it would be difficult to ex- 
plain how such an industry as the production 
of cochinea], at once so simple and so easy, is 
permitted to be so neglected, since in the inte- 
rior provinces the aridity of the soil and the 
dryness of the climate indicate them as ad- 
mirably suited for the business, and I do not 
think that it could possibly fail to pay large 
profits on a very moderate capital. What 
would be easier than to establish nopal planta- 
tions in the basin of the Cuyo, where it seldom 
rains and where the Opuntia grows naturally? 
All through the level interior, and especially 
in the provinces of San Luis, Rioja, Catamarca, 
Santingo del Estero, and certain portions of 
Cordoba and Tucuman, the plant is found in 
the greatest abundance, and the insect is re- 
produced spontaneously. It is an industry 
which can be prosecuted by any person who 
bas enterprise and a few hundred dollars capi- 
tal. That which is obtained now without care 
and without cultivation will give some idea of 
what such an industry would yield if properly 
conducted. 

It is probable, however, unless foreign enter- 
prise comes in and takes advantuge of the 
openings which the Argentine Republic offers 
in the several industries for the production of 
dyeing materials which I bave meationed, that 
they will remain undeveloped tor as many cen- 
turies in the future as they have in the past.

Chemical Composition of Petroleum.* 
BY ALFRED H, ALLEN, F.I.C., F.C.S. 


Chemically crude petroleum consists of a 
mixture of a considerable number of hydro- 
carbons, not ucmixed with smal! quantities of 
sulphuretted, nitrogenized and oxygenized 
bodies.1 All varieties of petroleum are com-

1 The proportion of nitrogen in petroleum 
from Mecca, Ohio. is 0°23 per: cent., while in 
‘that of the Hayward Petroleum Coulpany, Cal- 
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bustible liquids, burning with a luminous,more 
or less smoky flame. 

Petroleum has an exceedingly variable com- 
position, and is more or less volatile and mo- 
bile according to its content of bitumen and 
solid bodies. In general it contains about 35 
per cent. of carbon and 15 of hydr gen, but its 
elementary composition gives no idea of the 
variety of the hydrocarbons contained in it. In 
short, the constituents of petroleum present 
the following varieties of character. 

a, Their volatility is very different, for they 
extend from permanent or nearly permanent 
gases to solids which do not boil except at very 
elevated tem peratures (370 deg. and 420 deg. C.). 

b. The volatility of these bydrocarbons is 
usually inversely as their density, the lightest 
olls being the most volatile. 

c. The inflammability is of course a function 
of the volatility, the more volatile constituents 
taking fire on approach of a flame at any tem- 
perature, while the denser and less volatile oils 
require to be heated considerably before they 
can be inflamed or made to give off indamma- 
ble vapore, 

The bydrocarbons of petroleum belong to 
several series, the paraffins largely predomi- 
nating in American petroleum, while members 
of other series ars present in relatively large 
amount in th: petroleum of other regions. 

Pennsylvanian petroleum has been most 
completely studied. A complete scries of par- 
affins, from CH, to C;,Hs, bave been obtained 
from it; and the solid n.embers, C.;H59. Cs7H5e, 
and CsoH¢q, are also present, especially in the 
oils from the Bradford district.1 Iso-paraffins, 
as wellas the normal hydrocarbons, exist in 
American petroleum.2 The paraffins from 
CH, to C,H)» are gaseous at ordinary tempera- 
tures, and hence escape in admixture with hy- 
drogen from petroleum wells, or when the pe- 
troleum is stored or gently heated.3 The hy- 
drocarbons of the paraffine series from C,H, 
toC,;Hsq constitute the greater part of the 
liquid portion of American petroleum, one of 
the most characteristic constituents being hex- 
ane, C,H,,,a hydrocarbon which is closely 
allied to cellulose, C,H: 905. The olefins from 
Cy oHe» to C).H 24 have been isolated by Warren 
from American petroleum, and doubtless other 
of the higher members of theseries are present. 
Gaseous olefins also occur, Pseudo-olefins, 
similar to these characteristics of Russian pe- 
troleum, are also present. Beuzene and its 
homologues exist in traces in American petro- 
leum,4and among the less volatile constitu- 
ents anthracene, chrosene, pyrene, fluoranth- 
rene and thallene exist in small quantity.5 

Canadian petroleum contains various hydro= 
carbons of the paraffin and olefin series, and is 
richer in aromatic compounds and poorer in 
gaseous paraffins thanthe Pennsylvanian pro- 


ifornia, it reaches l°ll per cent. Pvckham 
states that fresh California petroleum soon 
becomes “filled with the larvae of insects to 
such an extent that pools of petroleum become 
pools of maggots.”’ It is well known that Can- 
adijan petroleum contains sulphur, but the 
Pennsylvanian and West Virginian oils are re- 
markatly freefrom it, Anoilfiom the Kirg- 
bish Steppe is said to contaiu 1°87 per cent of 
sulphur, and to be purified with great difficul- 
ty. Asample of California petroleum exam- 
ined by Peckham contained sufficient sulphur 
to form a deposit in the neck of the retort in 
which it was distil ed. 

To detect sulphur in petrolo:um the oil should 
be heated to bo ling for some time with a frag- 
ment of metallic sodium, in a flask furnished 
with an inverted condenser, After cooling. 
water is added drop by drop to the contents of 
the flask till the sodium i3 oxidized. More 
water is then added, the aqueous liqu d sepa- 
rated, and the solution tested with a drop of 
sodium nitroprusside, which will produce a fine 
violet-blue coloration if the petroleum contains 
sulphur. 

1 To extract solid parafiine from crude petro- 
leum, S. P. Sadtier mixes the oil with several 
times its volume of ether, and places the liquid 
ina freezing mixture, when “almost all the 
dissolved parafline will be separate and can b2 
filtered off.” 


2 Schorlemmer considers that petroleum con- 
sists chiefly of an inextricable mixture of iso- 
meric and homologous parafiing, in which,how- 
ever, the normal paraffiues predominate. ce 

8 Petroleum gas from the “gas-wells’”’ of 
Pennsylvania bas been found to contain from 
40 to 94 per ceut of methane, CH,, with smaller 
proportions of hydrogen and ethane, CH,, and 
traces of higher homologues.

5S. ¥. sudtier 
petro.eum gas through absolute alcohol, which 
does not dissolve hydrogen, and methane only 
slightly, ethaae, propane, a.d higher bomolo- 
gues being solub.e in increasing amount. The 
absorbed gases are subsequently driven out by 
heating the alcohol, and were collected over 
mercury and analysed, when they proved to be 
chiefly ethane and propane. By passing the 
petroieum gas through bromine, neutralising 
the excess with soda, and diluting, colorless 
oily globuler of dibromides of olefius were sep- 
arated, Petroleum gas ia employed for metal- 
lurgical purp ses in the ‘ron and sreei works of 
Pittsburg, and the town of Bradford, Pa., is 
illuminated with it. 

4 The method pasoned by Schorlemmer for | 
the detiction of the bydrocarbons of the ben- 
zene series was as foliows:—The portion of oil 
distilling below 150 deg. C. was trested with 
concentrated nitric acid. The acid guia was 
diluted, and the water separated from the 
heavy nitro-products, which possesses the-odor 
of bitter almonds. These nitro-compounds 
were treated with tin and hydro :hloric acid 
and the solution thus obtained was distilled 
with caustic potash.

fuming nitric acid nor any olefins with brom- 


ine. Their researches, as extended by &chutzen- 


berger and Ionine, and by Markownikoff 
and Oglobini bave shown that Caueasian pe- 
troleum consists chi fly of a mixture of pseudo 
olefins, having the general formula CaHgn. 
These bydrocarbons, called naphthenes, are 
isomeric with the olefins, and apparently also 
with the hexahbydrides of the benzene hydro- 
carbons or paraffenes, CnlH,n-,H,, obtained 
syntheticaily by Wreden.! With the exception 
of the hydrocarbon C,H, all the naphthenes 
from C,H ,¢ to C:,H go have been separated from 
Caucasian petroieum. They boil at somewhat 
lower temperatures than the isoimerio olefins 
and the normal paraffins containing the same 
number of carbon atoms, and at approxi- 
mately the same temperatures as the syntheti- 
cally-prepared paraffines; but the densities of 
the Caucasian hydrocarbons are notably 
greater than those of the isologous paraffins 
from American petroleum. Thus, while nor- 
mal octane, C,H;,, boils at 124 degrees C. 
and has a density of .7188 at 0 degree, octo- 
naphthene, C,H,, boila at 119 degrees and has 
adepsity of .7714. Similarly, C,;g3H2,_ boils at 
202 degrees und has a density of .7655, while 
Cia oe boils at 196 degrees and has a density of 
-8027 at 1T degress, 

The naphthenes do not form nitro-deriva- 
tives, and resemble the paraffins in not yield- 
ing additive compounds and in being convert - 
ible into cblorinated deritatives from which 
alcchols are obtainable. When oxidised, the 
naphthenes form oxidation products, or are 
converted into higher isologues. 

The higher boiling portions of Caucasian 
petroleum probably contain hydrocarbons of 
the acetylene and higher series, while 10 per 
cent of the peiruleum consists of benzenoid 
hy#rocarbons belonging to known series, and 
also a series of hydrocarbons isomeric with 
etyrolene and its isologues. These compounds 
form brominated derivatives, but no additive 
compounds; their beszenoid character is ex- 
hibited in the formation of niiro- and sulpho- 
derivatives.2 The petroleum also contains 
neutral and acid oxygenated bodies. A petro- 
jeum examined by Markownikow yielded a 
fraction boiling between 220 degrees and 230 
degrees C., which contained 6.25 per cent of 
oxygen. 

The investigation of Russian petroleum is 
very difficult, owing to the facility with which 
the constituents break up into other bodies on 
distillation, especially during the latter part of 
the proc: 26.3 

Galician petroleum, according to Lachowicz 
(Ann. der Chem., ccoxx. 1886; Zour. Soc, 
Chem. Ind. ii, 473), containg a number 
of perefices and also a large serks 
of aromatic bydrocarbons.4 Tae fraction 
boiling between 97 degrees and 100 d: grees 
C. consists chic fiy of heptane with some hexa- 
bydrotoluene, but the presence of hexuhy- 
droxylene was not established. The firat six 
fractions obtained by distilling the crude pe- 
troleum on the large scale are not acted on by 
bromine, but the seventh and higher fractions 
absorb bromine with evolution of heat. Hence 
itis probable that olefios do not pre-:xist in 
the petroleum, but are formed during the dis+ 
tillation by the decomposition of parafiios. 
Hell and Meidinger have isolated from Walla- 
obian petroleum an acid forming alkali saits 
resembling soft soap. Other homologous acids 
are probably present, 

Hanoverian petroleum, according to C. Eng-

The past week has been asortof guessing 
one 80 far a2 the crude market waa concerned, 
values fluctuating considerably and the bears 
finally getting a trifie the best of the worry. 
Nothing serious is, however, to be apprehend- 
ed from the decline in prices, which is but a 
temporary ac vantage to the bear element, It 
will serve as a necessary warning to the plung- 
ing producer who is disposed, on the first 
appearance of a break in the clouds of depres- 
sion, to fancy that nothing can stop the ad- 
vance of the day of high prices, and teach him 
that nothing but carefulness in regulating the 
volume of production will ever restore him to 
tbat financial prosperity lost largely by his own 
reckleasness. The approach of bad weather and 
impassable roads wili ald the effort to our- 
tall driliiog operations, and the fair prospects 
of along season for the refined oil trade would 
seem to justify reaonable anticipations of an 
increase in crude prices. The comparative 
failure of the wild-catter to find new produc- 
ing fields muet also be regu!ated as an en- 
couraging {eiture, and, altogether there is a 
pretty well defined hope of bettcr thicgs for 
next season. 

The activity in the demand for refined con- 
tinues, and we Lave every reason to believe 
that our report next week will show a larger 
output for October than any previous monib 
in the history of the trade. Quotations remain 
as before, 14440. The manufacture of a high 
q’ ality of oii continues and the reports from 
the country are most encouraging. From every 
district come expressions of high satisfaction 
with our oi], and a continuance of the pres 
ent policy must ocertainiy result in the 
capture of the entire Canadian market for 
the hom trade. speoial brands are being in 
troduced into special localities by speciai agents 
and it is in these localities especialiy where the 
greatest results are being realized.

White Lead Zinc, Etc. 

The report that the bear operator referred to 
last week had withdrawn his offerings places 
the pig lead marketin an uncertain position, 
and to-day itis hard to tell just how low & 
price would be accepted. Early in the week 
several hundre? tons of common domestic 
were placed at 4 05c, but later nothing could be 
had below 415c, and to-day some sellers are 
talking 41<¢c for the balance of the year. So far 
about 200 tons of foreign have been sent 
abrcad and more is expected to follow, 
although the London market is easier. 
The first shipment has been counter- 
balanced by an arrival of 200 tons at St. 
Louis by way of New Orl-ans and other lots 
are expected there, so that the benefits derived 
from relieving this market by reshipments are 
questionable. Chicago advices report a slowly 
declining market, owing to the continued ab- 
sence of buyers. Some holders, anticipating 
higier prices, have withdrawn from that mar- 
ket. Later a fi.mer tone was reported with 
sales at $395 and more inquiry. The St. Louis 
murket was atrifie firmer, prices there having 
apparently touched bottom.

PETROLEUM MARKET. 


TUESDAY EVENING, Nov. 2, 1885. 


The week under review has been remarkable 
for the steadiness with which prices have been 
kept and the consequent narrow range, the ex- 
treme figures being 65@66}gc. The lowest price 
was touched on Friday and the highest point 
touched was on Monday. The total trans- 
actions for the week foot up 6,689,000, though 
it compares favorably with the prece- 
ding week, the present comprising but five 
days, to-day being devoted by dealers to at- 
tending to their duties of citizenship. Taking 
the week asa whole there has been very little 
of interest to note beyond what is recorded 
below in the summary of each day’s proceed- 
ings and the result is not indicative of a pend- 
ing change in the situation. 

The news from the producing regions has not 

been specially interesting, but bas in the main 
been rather favorable tothe bull pirty, both 
the Washington and Shousetown production 
showing a more or less steady decline. On 
Wedneseay last the Coast well was drilling in 
slateand the Donaldson was gassing strongly. 
The total ) roduction of the field wes stated at 
11,350 bbls. The Shannopin Oil Co’s well on 
the Marshall Johnson farm came in and was 
dry as to oil, but proved astrong gasser. Gauges 
showed the big Marks well to be doing under 
700 bbis per day, which was the lowest point 
which it had reached since its opening in Augrst 
last. Marks No, 2 was reported as showing 
signs of an early collapse. On Thursday the 
McKeown No.7, afte: being torpedoed, started 
at a 150 bbl per day rate. The No. 8 adjoining 
wasshut down. The Coast and Morgan No3 were 
both in the 50 foot sand. The Taylor No. 56 was 
in the shell on top of the‘sand. At Shousetown 
the Raccoon Oil Co’s No lt onthe Marks farm is 
doing less than 700 bbis per diem. Nos 4,5 and 
6 ou the McCartney farm should get the sani 
this week. The Marks No3 and the Stevenson 
No 2 are due to get the sand early this week. 
This firm has three wells drilling near the east 
line of the Wallace farm that will probably be 
in this week. The Solar Oil Co’s Nos 1 and 3 
on the south fine of the Morrow farm are about 
due, and No5 is expected to get the sand the 
latter part of this week. The wildcat drilling 
just west of Clinton, five miles southeast of the 
Raccoon wells and ona 22 deg. line from the 
wells, ought to get the sand this weck. 
On Friday the Taylor No. 5 was fishing and was 
in theshell on top of the sand. The Coast and 
Morgan No.3 were drilling in the slate and 
shells in the 50 foot sand but showed no oii and 
it was believed they would prove dry, The 
Willets No. 12 was torpedoed but the result was 
not stated. The Donaldson continued drilling 
but showed no oil. The Mount Morris well, 
after drilling, made several small flows, but it 
is not believed to be a large well. On Saturday 
the Barre Nos. 4, 5 and 6 were reported asshow- 
ing no change. The Coast and Morgan No.3 
were still drilling in slate and it was believed 
they were through the sand, The Willets No. 
13 was in top of the sand and operations were 
suspended while moving the boiler. The Don- 
aldson showed a considvrable increase in the 
gas pressure but showed no oil and is doubtless 
dry. At Shousetown the McCoy is reported to 
have done 30 bbis in 18 hours while the new 
well on the Nease tarm was reported a gasser 
and dry. 

Yesterday there were what were believed to 
be indications that would result in # higher 
market, but aftera litthe upward turn it was 
shown th.t the 66¢ notch was the highest the 
market would be allowed to go, any decided 
advance above that figure veing promptiy 
checked by sellers who were ready to accept 
all such bids. The decrease in the Washington 
production was a bu. lish factor, but had little 
more than a temporary effect. The Willets No. 
13 had the third bit in the sand and was flowing 
moderately. It wasannounced that the Gor- 
don No. 56 would be torpedoed later in the day. 
The Donaldson bad continued drilling and was 
expected to prove dry. The Weaver well: n 
the Anderson farm was in the shell on top of 
the sand, but showed no oil. The Hukill well 
at Mount Morris shut down and will remain so 
several days. To-day being a legal hoiiday no 
business was done on the exchange. Th- 
October developments report was completed 
to-day and shows;

The Lima Field. 


The | ima field by no means presents a bull- 
ish aspect. New territory is being added 
nea'ly every day and 2s yet the drill has failed 
to find ite limits. Speculators are dril-ing wild- 
cats two and four miles in advance of develop- 
ments and are getting fair welis. 

Knox & Co.’s well, on the Phillips farm, is the 
furthest well south and is on a45 deg. line from 
the big Tunget, while between these two and 
almost on the same line, lies the Maltbie, which 
was drilled in a mystery lust spring and bas 
never been opened. 

While some are of the opinion that it isa dry 
hole others ure equally firm in the belief that it 
has some cil. 

About a mile northeast of this well is the 
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celebrated Spear, which is one of the best pro- 
ducers that Lima lays claim to, and about three 
miles north of the Spear is the Feze, which has 
salt water and has been abandoned, being 
classed as no good. 

About a mile and a half direct east is the 
French, represented to be a good well anda 
half mile further east the Parker dry hole. A 
45 deg. line running from this well to the 
Hueston wells embraces several good pro- 
ducers, among them the famous Bowman, 
wh ch when drilled in was almost dry, but 
when shot sta‘ ted at a 300-barrel gait and kept 
it up for two weeks; also the Hogle, Zeit, Mc- 
Donald and several othere. 

Between these two 45 deg. lines just men- 
tioned lies the best part of the field, comprising 
at the present about twenty-five square miles 
of what is regarded as good territory. 

There is a well being drilled at Unioplis, 
about ten miles directly south of Lina and 
about five miles southeast of the Phillips well, 
which isthe furtherest producer south, This 
well is due to-vay or to-morrow and should it 
prove a good one this field will take the largeat 
boom it has had yet, as the boys have been 
giving this section the shake, considering it no 
god for oil, 

The production of the field is placed at about 
5,000 barrels daily. Big wells are coming in 
nearly every cay. The largest weil that has 
been found lately is the Douglas, owned hy the 
Trenton Rock Co., which started off a' 500 bar- 
rels per diem, 

Another good wellis Johnson & Co.’s on the 
McClain, which started at a 200-barrel a day 
clip. 

Ther: have been no dry holes found here 
lately. 

‘Lhere are at present about 300000 barrels of 
oil tanked in the field, of which the Standard 
have about 240,000 barrels. With this state of 
affairs it is a wcnder that Lima oil does not 
take a furth rdropin price. It is the opinion 
of some of our best posted producers that Lima 
oil has reached its lowest possible notch.—

For the las‘ week in the month bus'ness has 
been remarkably good and the intervention of 
a holiday ov Thursday and another to-day do 
not seem to have exerted the depres ing effect 
usuaily accompanying such an interruption of 
business. It is true there are fewer fresh 
features to present in our report, but ‘n all re- 
spects the market is as steady and the cutlook 
is as encouraging as at any time in the imme- 
diate past. The firmness in quinine gives en- 
couragement to holders, but there is not much 
probability f an advance. Wood alcohol is 
very firm and German ergot has been in more 
demand at slightly better prices. Citric acid is 
steadier, while cuttlefish bone is less active. 








* Cubeb berries are very firm, as are also balsam 


copaiba and tulu. Gum arabic is steadily tend- 
ing upward under an active demand and small 
stock. Canary seed ie advancing, coriander is 
higher, while Kussian hemp is easier. The 
changes were as follows:

Opium. 

The opium market bas ruled very quiet but 
steady during the past week. The demand is 
chiefly for brok: n ca-es, hence few fuli pack- 
ages are being taken. Full cases are generally 
held at $2.80 @ 2.85 for prime, high test with 
some holders naming $2.75 for what the trade 
are wont to call “low test.’’ Thejobbing trade 
keeps up well and is satisfied at prices ranging 
from $2.90 @ 2.95, although some holders are 
limited to $3.00, which is an extreme price. 
Powdered opium is weak and dull at $3.95 @ 
4.00 as to quantity and holder. Late mail ad- 
vices from London in speaking of the opium 
crop in Persia, say, according to reports from 
Teheran, bas been better this year than for 
twenty years past. On the whole trade seems 
to be reviving in that quarter, but the effect: of 
this improvement will not perhaps be felt in 
Europe for sometime, warehousesat Tabrizand 
Ispahan being yet replete with old stock of 
European goods, which has to be sold off. The 
sales at Smyrna bave been large of late 
amounting to 982 chests on a total crop of 
about 6520 chests, 

No change has been made asyct in the price 
of morphine by the domestic manufacturers, 
although one was expected to have been made 
at the opening of the month by P.&W. Scotch 
coutinues in light-stock for which $180 @ 2.06 
is named as to quantity aud style of packing. 

Quinine. 

The trade in this city and Philapelphia have 
been free buyers of quinine during the week; 
beyond this very littl . increase is noticeable in 
the volume of business coming from the coun- 
try. It was currently reported among the 
trade thatone of the large city jobbers who 
bad been a cheap seller of late was suort in his 
deliveries, and in order to meet the demands 
of their customers,who have been drawing 
freely of late on account of recent pul chases, 
were obliged to goin ‘he market and purchase 
sufficient stock to meet their require- 
ments. Besides this several vew 6,ec: 
ulatorse have been induced to come 
in and lend a helping hand in sus- 
sustaining prices. There were rumors afloat 
that the principal cause of the strength mani- 
feasted by the holders was attributable to the 
reports cabled from abroad that a combina- 
tion bad been or likely soon be effected 
among the various makers abroad. Agents 
here, however, piace no reliance on these r - 
ports, but think itis due more tothe fi ct that 
none of them are offering for future delivery 
and only s lling ina iim:ted way from stocks 
in store. Cables received on Monday indicated 
there would be free offerings at the auctionu;sale 
today, as it was expected to consist of 1,800 bis 
Ceylon and 1,300 bisSou:h American, for which 
an advance over previous prices woud be paid. 
The market closes with 60c . enerally quoted by 
all holders w th buyers at 49c for small lots at 
which a few sales were made. Thesalesfor the 
week aggregate several thousand ounces at 
prices ranging from 47}4@49c as to brand and 
quantity. Domestic makers have also felt the 
improvement in the demand although no 
change as yet having been made by the vari- 
ous makers who continue their previous quo- 
tations. The London Ledger in speaking 
of the last auction sale suys: ‘East 
India.—With diminishing arrivals from 
Ceylon, the considerably lighter supply of 1,470 
bales was brought forward.

Probable Litigation over Artificial 
Quinine. 


The artificial quinine subject is still engaging 
attention in London. The British and Colonial 
Druggist gives the following proposed agree- 
ment between Dr. Wm. Burton, Burroughs, 
Welicome & Co., and Cresswell Hewitt, the 
discoverer : 

**On the manufacture being completed to the 
satisfaction of Dr. Burton, C. Hewett shall be 
entitled to thesum of £21,000, and also to shares 
in a company (with the capital of £250,000) in- 
t nded to be formed, to the amount of £24,000, 
as the consideration for the disclosure to the 
said Dr. Burton of the secret process of so 
manufacturing quinine. Such £29,000 shares 
not to pay dividends until the ordinary shares 
of the copopany shall pay dividends at the rate 
of 10 per cent, per annum.” 

Since the agreement was entered into and 
signed, the formation of the “ Atlas Quinine 
Co.” was announced in opposition, and now 
Dr, Burton is determined to apply for an in- 
junction to restrain the “ Atlas”’ from taking 
up artificial quinine. In the meantime Hewitt 
is not to be found.

Io January and February tbe fertilizers are 
shipped to the interior, and in March the heav- 
fest shipping is done. An effort is made to re- 
duce the stock on band a8 low as pcesible by 
April 1, for at thrt date the city levies a tax on 
whatis in the warehousese. The dealers are 
somewbat disgruntled over the report that the 
ordinance may be changed go that the tax wil, 
be imposed on the stock on hand at January |, 
instead of what is on band April L. Sucha 
change in the ordinance would not be objec- 
tionable to the home manufacturers, who have 
to compete with the outsiders. 

A BIG TRADER. 

It ie estimated that Favannah bandied last 
year 65,000 tons. The middlemen and local 
firms operating factories outside of the city 
and State say that if the tax ordinance is 
obanged eo that it will be laid upon the stock 
on hand January 1, Savannah's trade in the 
article will fall off considerably. A representa- 
tive of one of these firma, which manufacture 
their goods elsewhere, stated that the fertil- 
igers would be sent through Savannab op 
through bills of lading, or come into the State 
atsome other point which would be made a 
distributing point. Beven cents a ton is talked 
of asthe probabie amount that will be inserted 
fn the ordinance. A member of Council in 
speaking of the matter stated that he did 
not think that figure will driveany trade away 
from Savannab to Port Royal, Charleston or 
Brunswick. 

The Charleston combination of manufactur- 
era which eplit up some time ago has not been 
reunited, Agents bere are watching the 
Charleston manufacturers, and, as a gentleman 
expressed it yesterday, are waiting for them to 
show their band. Charleston, it is believed, is 
doing the same thing in regard to the Georgia 
trade, The manufacturers of Charleston want 
to see what other manufacturers who sell in 
Georgia are going to do. 

WHAT NORTSERN DEALERS SAY. 

A Northern manufacturer: said recently that 
many of the manufacturers of the North will 
not sellin some States of the South, Georgia 
and North Carolina particularly. This is partly 
on account of the strict laws in regard to 
branding and analysis. Baltimore and New 
York ship more goods South than any other 
Northern cities. The New York grades, as a 
rule, do not hold as good a reputation as do the 
Baltimore, South Carolina, or home made arti- 
oles. The analysis, however, is required to ba 
stamped upon the bags, and a great dea) of 
litigation has occurred in the State courts be- 
tween the manufacturers and the farmers, who 
took advantage of technicalities in the law. 
The omission of a letter or @ figure has deciacd 
cases in favor of the planters, and many of the 
mabdufacturers are afraid cf the Southern 
trade. That, however, has not been without 
some benefit to the home manufacturers, who, 
being upon the ground, had a hetter oppor 
tunity to watch their interests and contest 
suite, As tothe trade for the ensuing year, a 
dealer remarked that the prospect is not as 
bright as it might be. The credits arelong now 
and the consumers want still more time.
